The farmer 
has no right to figure his profits upon 
perishable crops 
anyhow, important 


as they may be to the summer trade. 
•What a hungry world needs, is food 
that will' keep until winter; potatoes, 
"onions, dried beans, squashes, 
cab- 


bages and the staple roots. 
Unless 


these are reasonably cheap, the cam- 
paign' to increase 
food 
production 


has not been a 
success; 
but 
the 


farmer roust look to his reward In 
tha sale of every bushel that he pro- 
duces ; . 


There is under, way in Lowell at 


.the present time a campaign to in- 
duce women to buy more largely of 
the abundant crops of vegetables and 
fruits and can them against the need 
pi the winter. The art of preserving 
food'had all but died out in this part 
of.the state, but it promises to have 
a, great, revival this summer. 
The 


farmers must do their part by put- 
ting their surplus crops where the 
public can buy them. The rnarkotmen 
must' urge their customers to buy 
Whenever prices fall. 
There has been 


no. over-production of food, but we 
are passing through the flush period 
.of the summer, when certain veget- 
:ables mature rapidly under pressure 
of the sun, arid must be hurried to 
market or lost. The real crops of tho 
winter are yet to come.
